Reclamation of Drier* Lnndi. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—This morning 


Bepresentatives Morrow and Lonttit ap- 
peared before the House Committee on 
Public Loads, ol -which Mr. Henley is a 
member, to advocate Ihs adoption of 
Henley's bill to promote the reclamation 
of desert lands. Thi« bill allow* any 
cue, upon the payment in advance of 
25 cents per acre, to file « declaration 
of intention to reclaim a tract of land 
not exceeding one section, by conduct- 
ing water upon said lands, to aa to 
thoroughly irrigate and reclaim the 
same -within three years, at the expira- 
tion of -which period, if it can be shown 
that he has expended at least $1 p«r 
•ere each year, thut is, $3 per acre dnr- 
ing the three years, a patent shall issue 
to him. All lands, exclusive of timb«r 
and mineral lands, which will not, with- 
out irrigation, produce some agricultural 
crop, shall be deemed desert lands with- 
in the meaning of th* Act, which will 
only apply to the States ol California, 
Oregon and Nevada, the Territories of 
Washington, Idaho, Moutana, Uub, 
'Wyoming, Arizona, New Mexico, and 
Dakota. 
Several 
bills 
are 
pend- 


ing before the committee to repeal the 
laws orovidmg for the pre-emption of 
timber aod culture entries. The Cali- 
fornia Representatives stated that in 
their State there was about 50,000,000 
acres of land that should be occupied 
by settlers that could be reclaimed from 
the deserts. The old desert law, they 
admitted, bad been a failure, and they 
advocated in strong terms the adoption 
of Henley's bill, or some measure of the 
kind that would tend to make deiert 
lands available for settlement. 


The California Supreme Court has 


made an order suspending ex-City and 
County Attorney J. F. Cowdery and at- 
torney D. H. Whittlemore from practic- 
ing law for a period of six moaths. 
The attorneys were suspeoded for mis- 
conduct in the management ol the street 
assessment cases of Bonnett & Parker, 
against Sau Francisco, the Buckley con- 
tempt case growing out of the same suit, 
that were advanced on the calendar, as 
alleged by Buckley's influence. 
The 


Court held Buckley's guilt was not es- 
tablished, and the order ol contempt 
was dismissed. 


It is repotted that the Judiciary Com- 


mittee of the Senate has voted to report 
adversely upon the nomination of Zach- 
ariah Montgomery of California, as As- 
sistant District Attorney General for the 
Interior Department. The grounds of 
the objection are said to be the senti- 
ment expressed by the nominee with re- 
spect to the public school system, which 
sentiments were publicly expressed in a 
pamphlet issued by him several yeari 
ago.

Addre** to the Public bj the ton- 


raltire of Arraacrncnt. 


At the meeting of the General Com- 


mittee of the G. A. B. on Wednesday 
night, the following address was ap- 
proved, and issued to the newspapers 
for publication: 


To the Citizens of San Francisco: For 


years there baa been a lively competition 
between the larger cities of the United 
States to secure the National Encamp- 
ment of the Grand Army of the Repub- 
lic. San Francisco haa been a competi- 
tor, and haa carried off the prize for 
1886. It is not within the province of 
this circular to detail tho eflbrta which 
have been made by representatives of 
the Grand Army of the Republic in the 
Department of California to bring about 
thia result; suffice it to say, that they 
havo worked long and arduously In the 
good woik. They have received the 
hearty co-operation of the Chief Execu- 
tive and the Legislature of the State, re- 
Bultinz in an appropriation by the State 
of $25~,000. to assist in defraying the in- 
cidental expenses. 


We cannot better state, in a few 


words, the advantages which are likely 
to accrue to our city and State from tbia 
gathering than to quote from the Gov- 
ernor'a message to tbe Legislature, rec- 
ommending the appropriation, as fol- 
lows: 
" After due consideration of the mat- 


ter I am convinced that aid should be 
extended to this object. In addition to 
the patriotic s»ntiuienta which anoh a 
gathering would inspire ill the hearts of 
our people, I believt) that it would be of 
incalculable benefit of our commonwealth 
in disseminating a knowledge of the re- 
sources of thia State and its advantages 
as a place of residence, thus promoting 
a much-needed immigration of desirable 
citizens." 


The Hon. J. B. Station, President of 


the Board of Trade of Sau Francisco, 
considered th* holding of the national 
encampment in this city of sufficient 
importance and interest to our aubstan- 
tial citizens to deserve special mention 
in his annual report, and we take great 
pleasure m quoting hm remarks: 


"There is an event to occur in this 


city during the coming Summer which 
although not of a mercantile character; 
ia one in which we should take an 
earnest and patriotic interest, 
Th 


twentieth national-encampment of the 
Grand Army of the Republic will bi 
held in San Francisco next August, and 
will be compoaed of observing and in 
telligent men.

SAM FBANCISCO, February 25.—Neither 


the appointed and confirmed United 
States Marshal, John S. Franks, nor the 
Federal Judges have received any reply 
to their telegrams sent to Washington 
days ago, making inquiry as to th* 
commission of Mr. Franks. The only 
explanation, suggested for this delay is 
that tbe President, at the eleventh 
hoar, hesitated to affix hia signature to 
the commission, for reasons best known 
to th* Chief Magistrate. Some time 
previous to the expiration of th* four 
years' term of office of Marshal Drew 
the attention of Justice Field was called 
to the fact that the time was hardly 
sufficient for an appointment of his suc- 
cessor and confirmation by the Senate, 
and asking that tbe term of Marshal be 
extended to bridge over the intervene as 
was done in the cases of his predeces- 
sors, this special power being lodged in 
Justice Field us the Judge of (he Ninth. 
United States Circuit Court. On the 
10th of December, 1877, Justice Field 
reappointed Marshal Marcellus, and he 
continued in office some two montha, 
and nntil Marshal Poole presented bia 
commission. The latter was also reap- 
pointed by Justice Field, and he con- 
tinued in office three months after his 
four years' term had expired and until 
superseded by Marshal Drew. 
Why tbe 


same course was not pursued in the 
present instance is an enigma not at 
preaent easy of solution. 


SAN FEANOISOO, February 27.—This 


morning Judge Sawyer, United States 
Circuit Judge, received a diapatch from 
Washington, officially 
notifying him 


that on February 25th, President Cleve- 
land forwarded Marshal Frank's com- 
mission by mail. 
This notification

document, Judge Sawyer will swear in 
Marshal Franks on Monday morning, 
and the business of the United States 
Courts will be resumed.

Tk* New York World's Rochester 


apeciul of February 25th says: Since 
last Fall Professor Ward's workmen 
have been preparing and stripping the 
skin of Jumbo, and to-morrow it will be 
inspected by a party of newspaper men 
from Boston, New York and other 
places. Professor Ward will make an 
address giving a history of the famous 
animal. Jumbo was twenty-four years 
of age when he died, and Ward says he 
would probably hav* grown much larger. 
The articulated remains utand on a ped- 
estal twelve feet long, supported by 
eight two-inch bolts, the whole weighing 
10,000 pounds. 
The weight of the 


elephant is three tona. In the interior 
of tbe great breaatia a framework of oak 
timbers, bolted together. 
In place of 


the big bones two inch rods of wrought 
iron ar* used, which run up to the 
frame in the body. The tusks are 
screwed on iron rods projecting from 
the head, and tbe glasa eyes are the 
natural size and color. After making 
the framework oi the elephant the body 
was formed by a process similar to that 
of lathing a house, strips of oak two 
feet long, and an inch in width and 
thickness, being used.

and the hide stretched over it. The 
model of Jumbo m the largest niece of 
work of the kind ever attempted, prob- 
ably in the world, and Jumbo is really 
us good aa new.

A GEEAT COMET TO BE VISIBLE.—AL- 


BANY, Feb. 18.—The Evening Journal 
aays that Prof. Lewis Boss, of the Dud 
ley Observatory, has made the discov- 
ery that the comet seen at Paris on De- 
cember 1st is slowly increasing in bright- 
ness. The.increase will continue slow 
until April 1st, when it will begin to be 
much more rapid, and by the middle of 
tbe month will become visible to the 
naked eye. Two weeks later it will 
reach its maximnm of brightness, when 
its appearance will be much like that ot 
1882, and be visible all eight. It will 
also, ns that of 1881, be seen in the 
»-tsi>rii sky. When nearest tho eurtk 
it will only be 12,000,000 miles, distant 
It will retain lU brightness until May 
14th, when it will gradually fade froui 
the vision, to appear later tq,the people 
south of the Equator.' The Barnarc 
comet is discovered also to be increas- 
ing in brightness, bnt will not become 
visible to the naked eye. Ia August i 
will also disappear from telescopic view 
to reappear with tbn Paris comet south 
of the Equator. Neither comet has o 
previous recorded appearance.
